AQA — Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity (NPHC) 

Alpha Phi Alpha has been an active presence on campus this year, particularly in spring semester. The first Black 
Greek-lettered fraternity, it holds "manly deeds, scholarship, and love for all mankind" as its values, and these were 
heartily demonstrated throughout the year in such events as "Skin Deep," a program with the goal of education 
about colorism hosted together with Delta Sigma Theta sorority. The men of Alpha Phi Alpha also teamed up with 
Delta Sigma Theta to host "Fire and Ice" week in April and to raise funds for the American Heart Association by 
selling Valentines Day cards in Slayter Union. Other events include "Pie a Frat" with Phi Beta Sigma fraternity. Their 
Founders Week, held in December, included several important talks such as "Who Does the Law Really Protect?: A 
Voiceless People is a Hopeless People" and "Roots: Bridging the Gap in the Black Diaspora" in addition to Alpha Idol 
and the Black and Gold Bash. 

BOn — Beta Theta Pi Fraternity (IFC) 

The Alpha Eta chapter of Beta Theta Pi (shown at top, opposite page) was one of the first Greek-letter organizations 
on Denisons campus, founded in 1 868. It has since grown to 58 members and continues to strive "to develop men of 
principle for a principled life." This year, among other activities, the chapter raised $2,100 for Big Brothers, Big Sisters, 
an organization dedicated to helping children realize their potential. The Betas also traveled to Newark with Delta 
Gamma sorority to help make 1,200 pizzas to be sold at the Licking County Center for the Visually Impaired.

XIT — Chi Sigma Tau Fraternity (MGC) 

The Zeta chapter of Chi Sigma Tau (pictured above) is the newest Greek-letter organization on Denisons campus, 
chartered on April 14th, 2013. Chi Sigma Tau values, above all, stress leadership in academics and in the community. 
At Denison, among other activities, Chi Sigma Tau held fundraisers for their philanthropy, the Alzheimer's Association, 
in both the fall and the spring. In addition, they teamed up with the Asian-American Association to host a CelebrAsian 
party in February. 

AX — Delta Chi Fraternity (I FC) 

The Denison chapter of Delta Chi was founded in 1969. It currently supports many members, including twelve 
recruited this year, and recognizes the value of social activity and brotherhood in advancing the fraternity's goals: 

"to promote friendship, develop character, advance justice, and assist in the acquisition of a sound education." This 
year, the D-Chis held a charity basketball game as well as hosting a dodgeball tournament with Kappa Sigma, the 
latter of which raised $800. Their annual Lord and Lady of the Leges talent show was highly successful, raising around 
$900 for their philanthropy organization, the Jimmy V Cancer Foundation. They further teamed up with Phi lota 
Alpha for a head-shaving fundraiser that raised $5,500 for St. Baldrick's Foundation, an organization that helps fund 
cancer research. 
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Bid Day for sororities is rather 
more intense than that of the frater- 
nities. After several days of prepara- 
tions, tours, and events put on by 
the sororities for their potential new 
members, the hopeful new sisters 
gather in Slayter Auditorium and 
receive envelopes with their bids. 

They then rush to Sorority Circle to 
unite with their new sisters. 


AAA — Delta Delta Delta Sorority (PHC) 

Delta Delta Delta was founded on the idea of inspiring truth, self-sacrifice, and friendship. The women of Delta Delta 
Delta have seen an active year that includes participation in other chapters' events as well as holding their own on 
campus. Importantly, they raised over $25,000 for St. Jude Children's Research Hospital throughout the year, through 
various fundraisers including selling donuts and coffee in Slayter in the cold days of early March. They also held sev- 
eral events, including a "Tips for Careers" seminar. 

AT — Delta Gamma Sorority (PHC) 

Delta Gamma sorority was founded in education and service, and it came to Denison's campus in 1938. Today the 
women of the Beta Zeta chapter continue to exhibit Delta Gamma's values - they logged well over 1 ,000 community 
service hours throughout the year through such events as an Amytrophic Lateral Sclerosis (ALS) walk in Columbus with 
Phi Delta Theta fraternity in September. They also traveled to Newark with Beta Theta Pi to help make 1,200 pizzas to 
be sold at the Licking County Center for the Visually Impaired. Finally, they raised over $13,000 in their annual Anchor 
Splash, one of the most popular events of the year, in which Greek-letter organizations participate in a swimming 
competition in Mitchell. This money went to their philanthropy, Service in Sight, an organization dedicated to preserv- 
ing people's sight and helping the visually impaired. 
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Bid Day 

Bid Day is the often emo- 
tional and always anticipat- 
ed day on which hopeful 
students wishing to join a 
Greek-letter organization, 
after weeks of information 
and preparation, receive 
their bid (a formal invita- 
tion to join the group). 

Bid Day for fraternities is more 
relaxed and yet no less anticipated 
than that of the sororities. The men 
have gone through various tours, 
meet-and-greets, and other events to 
learn about the fraternities that they 
can consider joining. Finally, would- 
be brothers walk to the third floor of 
Slayter and receive envelopes con- 
taining their bids. 




AZO — Delta Sigma Theta Sorority (NPHC) 

Crimson and Cream, Lady Self-Esteem - a talk, together with ice cream, about empowerment of women - was one 
of the first of many events hosted by Delta Sigma Theta sorority during the year. In November, the women tabled in 
Slayter for students to write thank you notes to veterans, to be given to A Million Thanks organization. In December, 
they collected gifts to be donated to Operation Christmas Child, which sends these gifts to children in other coun- 
tries. They also co-hosted "Skin Deep," a program intended to educate its audience on colorism, and "Fire and Ice" 
week, both with Alpha Phi Alpha fraternity. 

KAO — Kappa Alpha Theta Sorority (PHC) 

Founded in 1929, Kappa Alpha Thetas Beta Tau chapter is one of the oldest sororities on Denison's campus. Today, 
its sisters are highly involved in the community, having logged over 1 ,000 community service hours in the spring 
alone; they are involved in America Reads; Big Brothers, Big Sisters; the Denison Community Association; Amnesty 
International; and many more. Their Cupcakes for CASA (November) and Kats with Bats (April) events, among others, 
raised over $5,000 for their philanthropy organization, Court Appointed Special Advocates, a network of programs 
that helps ease the social problems of child abuse and neglect. They also hold cookouts, pumpkin carving in Octo- 
ber, and much more.

KKT — Kappa Kappa Gamma (PHC) 

The Gamma Omega chapter of Kappa Kappa Gamma was founded in 1929, growing out of the local Kappa Phi, the 
oldest sorority on Denison's campus. In October, their second annual Kappa Kornhole (pictured above) raised $400 
for Reading is Fundamental, an organization aimed at increased childhood literacy. They have also teamed up with 
Newark's Look Up Center, a Christian organization dedication to bring restoration of the individual and supported by 
local churches and volunteers. As one of the biggest sororities on campus, their women are involved in many sports 
and student organizations and hold many leadership positions. 

KI — Kappa Sigma Fraternity (IFC) 

Kappa Sigma's Gamma Xi (pictured above) chapter has seen a busy year, its 90th year on campus. While this includ- 
ed a rafting trip to Hico, WV, the chapter also co-hosted a dodgeball tournament in November with Delta Chi that 
raised $800 and hosted Volley for Vets, a volleyball tournament (won by Delta Gamma sorority) in April that raised 
$1,100 for the Military Heroes Campaign. Other events include a Title IX workshop in September that took the form 
of an open discussion, guided by a university official; the Buzzard Beats concert in Lamson Lodge, headed by Tim 
Gunter; and their Festivus, a semi-formal event for its members. 
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AXA — Lambda Chi Alpha Fraternity (IFC) 

Lambda Chi Alphas Gamma-Iota Zeta chapter was founded at Denison in 1919. Recently, the national organization 
developed its Seven Core Values - loyalty, duty, respect, service and stewardship, honor, integrity, and personal cour- 
age - by which its members live today. The Gamma-Iota Zeta chapter exhibits these values in its strong relationships 
with the Granville and Newark communities, where they often log many hours of community service, including at the 
YES Clubhouse this year. They also helped with Denison's Homelessness and Hunger Week and hosted a Fall Bash 
that raised over 1 5,000 pounds of food for the Mid-Ohio Foodbank. This year, they also held an Active-Alumni Paint- 
ball Tournament (pictured above), a fun opportunity for alumni of the chapter to return to campus.

Phi Delta Theta's Ohio lota chapter lived up to the goal the organization has for its members, becoming "the great- 
est version of yourself," by participating in and hosting several events throughout the year. This includes volunteer- 
ing with Delta Gamma at the Amyotrophic Lateral Sclerosis (ALS) Walk in Columbus in Spetember, and in the spring, 
they raised $3,300 for their philanthropy organization, the ALS Foundation. They also hosted the third annual Augus- 
tus Morgan McGravey Memorial Golf Tournament, which included over seventy golfers this year and raised about 
$3,000 for a scholarship that supports art students. Finally, the Ohio lota chapter celebrated their 100th anniversary 
this year - Phi Delta Theta colonized Denison in 1915. 

QIA — Phi lota Alpha Fraternity (MGC)

The Ohio Eta chapter of Pi Beta Phi was founded in 1954. Its core values include integrity, commitment, respect, 
personal and intellectual growth, service, and friendship, encouraging meaningful relationships in pursuit of personal 
goals. This year, in addition to their participation in Anchor Splash, the women of Pi Beta Phi held the Pi Phi Palooza 
and a moms weekend in April. They also raised $2,200 for their philanthropy, Read > Lead > Achieve, the goal being 
to inspire a love of reading that can unlock the potential of both children and adults. 

IX — Sigma Chi Fraternity (IFC) 

Sigma Chis Mu chapter was founded on Denison's campus in 1868, making it one of the oldest Greek groups on 
campus. The organization strives for the core values of "friendship, justice, and learning," with a goal of becom- 
ing the leading Greek organization for leadership. The men of Sigma Chi memorably turned the Sigma Chi House 
into a haunted house the evening before Halloween (pictured above), an attraction into which around 150 students 
entered. They also raised $1 ,000 for the Oligo Nation Cancer Research Foundation, and they held their annual Derby 
Days philanthropy event in April. 
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ZTP — Sigma Gamma Rho Sorority (NPHC) 

Sigma Gamma Rho is a relatively new sorority on campus - they colonized Denison in 201 1 . Their aims include public 
service, development and education of youth in the community, and commitment to leadership, and they address 
educational, economic, and social concerns. None of this comes out more clearly than in Sigma Week in April. Dur- 
ing this time they hosted study tables; held discussions about health; watched the documentary "Waiting for 'Su- 
perman/" a film that focuses on the American public education system and its shortcomings; and more. They also 
participated in the philanthropy events of other Greek organizations and logged many community service hours on 
campus and in Granville. 

IAr — Sigma Lambda Gamma Sorority (MGC) 

Sigma Lambda Gamma (pictured above) has held and participated in many events this year. In particular, in February 
they held a week of loving - including Loving Yourself, an abuse workshop; Loving Your Body, a Zumba session with 
Dance department faculty; and Loving Your Community, community service activities. They also held a book drive 
for Better World Books and a kickball tournament, one of their annual events. Further, at another annual event, Rico 
Suave (see pg. 81), they raised $640 for Padres Contra el Cancer. In a unique opportunity and victory, the women of 
Sigma Lambda Gamma traveled to the University of Cincinnati in March and participated in Delta Phi Lambda Soro- 
rity, Beta Chapters first-ever "Stroll for the Kids" competition, where they brought home the first place trophy.
